ver and abobe the ſeven Moneths Ceſs and a half, yet remaining unuplifted of che Supply tmpoſed, 
be the 8. Act 2, Scſl, of this Current Paritament dated7, uf June 1690, Which new Supply, ts to be 
Raiſed and Aplikted out of the Land- rent of this Aingdum, in the lame manner, and confoꝛm to 
the Pꝛopoꝛtions of the Shires and Burghs, contained in the ſaid Act of Parliament, and to be 
. payed in thꝛee parts, each third part, anſwering to thzee moneths. Ceſs,and a half money. us, two 
Hundzed, fifty two Thouſand pounds, as being one third part thereof, to be paped betlwixt and the 
twenty fifth day of May inſtant, in this pzeſent year, one Thouſandſir Hundzeth ahd Ninty thꝛee and 
other two Hundꝛed fifty two Thouſand pounds at the Terin of uartinmais, one Thouſand fix Hun- 
dꝛeth and Pinty thꝛee, and the third, two Hunder fifty two Thouſand pounds co be payed, at the 
Lerui of hit ſunday, One Thouſand ſix hundꝛed and Rinty four years; And the King and Queens. 
Majeſtles conſidering, That this Supply is granted foz ſo neceſſary and impoꝛtant Ends and 
Purpoſes, do with Advice and Conſent of the Eſtates of Parliament: Declare, that no Per lon oz 
Perlons, ſhall be Exempted from Payment of their Pꝛopoꝛtions of this Supply foz their Lands, 
upon any Pzetert whatſomever, (excepting Moztified Lands allenarly) notwithſtanding ol any foz-. 
mer Lalv, Pꝛibiledge oz Act of Parliament in the contrair. And Their Yajeſttes wich Advice 
and Conſent foꝛſald, do Nominat and Appoint the lame Perſons, who are Named in the fozeſatd 
Act of Parliament, who are alive, and have Qualified themſelves accozding to Law,” or cha 


Quality themſelves. betwirt and the firſt day of Auguſt next, and ſuch others, as have been ſince 
No minat by the Pꝛiby Council, to be Commis ioners, foz Ordering and Uplikting this Supply, 


with the ſame Power to them, to do every thing, that may concern the ſame, as is Pꝛeſcribed and 
Appointed by rhe ſaid Act, holding the ſame as Repeat d herein. And oꝛdains the lame Execution 
to paſs, fo 4— thereof, as is pꝛovided, by that Act in all Points. And Oꝛdains the firſt 
Meeting of the ſalds Commilstoners fo; the Shires, to be at the Head⸗Burghs thereof, upon the 
Sixteeneth day of May inſtant, at ten a Clock, foꝛ the Shires on this ſide of the River of Lay, andthe 
Twenty third of this Inſtant, foꝛ the Shires be Nozth Tay. And requires the Sheriffs aud Stew⸗ 
arts, 02 their Deputs, to Intimat the lame, to the Commilsioners of the Reſpective Shires and 
Stewartries, with Power to them, to appoint their ſubſequent Dpets of Meeting, and their Con⸗ 
veener from time to time. And appoints the pzeſent Collectoꝛs to continue, foz the firſt Terms 
Payment of this Supply, they renewing their foꝛmer Caution, oz finding other ſufficient Caution. 
But pꝛejudite to the ſatd Comantſstoners to continue them, oꝛ fo appoint other Perſons to be Col- 
lectoꝛs, fo: the other two Terms, as they ſhall find cauſe, and Remits to Their Majeſties Pꝛivy 
Council, upon the Death, oꝛ not Acceptance of any of the Commilsioners of Supply, Named in the 
foꝛeſaid Act of Parliament, to Nointnat and Appoint others in their Places, And Their Paje- 
ſites with Advice and Conſent foꝛeſald, do Declare, that all Clauſes contained in the fozmer Acts 
of Parliament, and Convention of Eſtates, in Relatton to the In⸗bꝛinging of the Ceſs and Muarte- 
ring, andanent Riding-money, (hall ſtand in full foꝛce as to this Supply now impoſed, in theſame 
manner, as if they were inſert herein, except in ſofar, as theſe Acts of Parliament oꝛ Convention 
are innovat oꝛ altered by the foꝛeſaid ſixth Act of the ſecond Deſgton of this Parliament. And it is 
hereby Declared, that no Perſons, Lyable in Payment of this Spply, ſhall be holden, to pꝛoduce 
their Diſcharges 02 Receipts of the ſamine, afterthzce years, from the Reſpective Terms of Pap⸗ 
ment, unleſs Diligence bedone by Denunctation, befoze Elapling of the laids thee years, 
Extracted forth of the Records of Parliament, by T AR B AT, Cls, Regiſ.
